Applicants hereby request resumption of prosecution in the above-titled patent application. 
Applicants respectfully submit that the issues prompting suspension have been resolved and thus, 
prosecution in this matter can resume. Below is a brief history of the above-titled application. 

A Petition for Suspension of Action in the above-titled application was filed with the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office (U.S.P.T.O.) on March 26, 1998. A Petition for Further Suspension 
of Action in the above-titled application was filed on December 22, 1998. Prosecution was 
suspended to correct the inventorship of this application to match that of the inventorship of the then 
parent patent apphcafion, U.S. Serial No. 07/699,366, filed May 13, 1991, which issued as U.S.
